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FRENCH WAR PAINTINGS SHOW 


It is now expected that the exhibition of 
French war paintings, arranged by Mr. 
Ratkowski for what is called the “William 
Sandoz Mission,” and which is really a 
traveling display of works by members ot 
the old and new Paris salons, will open on 
Monday next, April 1, in the former resi- 
dence of Col. Cornelius Vanderbilt, 677 
Fifth Ave. 

There has been the usual “mix up,” the 
customary delays and contentions, seeming- 
ly common to enterprises of the sort, es- 
pecially those under so-called “fashionable 
patronage,” but out of the confusion, which 
has made it impossible to obtain any definite 
information as to the details of the display, 
it has become known that the pictures are 
well worth seeing, even if badly placed and 
hung, owing to insufficient space, as there 
were many, even for the walls of the 
large Vanderbilt house.

DEGAS COLLECTION SOLD 

An Associated Press cable from Paris, 
dated March 27 while Paris was being 
raided by German airplanes and bombarded 
by the German long-distance gun Tuesday, 
a sale was in progress of the collection of 
the late Edward Degas, the purchases realiz 
ing 1,000,000 francs. The results exceeded 
the expectations of experts and the sale 1s 
regarded as the most important of its kind in 
Paris since the war began. 

“The works by Jean D. A. Ingres fetched 
the highest prices. A pair of portraits of 
M. and Mme. Leblanc brought 235,000 francs. 
Portraits of Marquis de Pastorel and M. de 
Norvins brought, respectively, 90,000 and 
70,000 frances. \ portrait of Baron de 
Schwitzer: by Eugene Delacroix sold for 
90,000 francs. One of Cezanne by himself 
brought 30,500 francs. Several paintings 
by Edouard Manet sold for from 25,000 to 
10,000 franes each.”

Wide diversity of expression is found in 
the spring exhibition of modern art show- 
ing at the Bourgeois Gallery, 668 Fifth 


Ave., on to April 20 inclusive, and to 
which 21 painters and four sculptors, 
American and European, contribute. The 
Americans dominate both in number and 
in quality. Maurice Prendergast is well 
represented by two watercolors, a _ pastel 


and two oils, all of most refined color and 
characteristically effective in pattern. Pren- 
dergast’s right to inclusion in any exhibi- 
tion of modern character is never to be 
questioned. He is one of those perennial 
spirits whose productions are ever “mod- 
ern” in the best sense. His work gives a 
feeling of stability and establishes a mood 
of color in any company, and in the present 
demonstration it serves also as an inspira- 
tion to one of the younger “rebels.” 

The watercolors of Walkowitz, although 
not by any means devoid of personal qual- 
ity, aspire perceptibly toward the achieve- 
ment of Prendergast, the “Seashore” mark- 
ing an appreciable advance in that direction. 
John Marin’s watercolor landscapes are 
lyric notes of another order, luminous and 
decorative, and full of fantastic suggestion. 
Joseph Stella’s pastel “The Sanctuary,” his 
“Night” and “Aquatic Life,” are interesting 
notes by the painter of that unforgettable 


Coney Island “Mardi Gras” fantasy of a 
past season. 
Street pictures by Arthur Goodwin, the 


Sostonian, are a nearer approach to acad- 
emicism than anything permitted by the 
other exhibitors. Perhaps their depressed 
tonality accounts for their inclusion. The 
three pictures by Glackens and the five of 
George F. Of (perhaps unintentionally) 
carry on the tradition of a certain French- 
man named Renoir, and Arnold Friedman 
leans slightly toward similar influence in 
his portrait of a “Child” in a yellow jacket. 
The factory town pictures of Oscar Bluem- 
ner are super-vivid in color and eloquent 
in suggestion, the “Silk Mills” and “Rock- 
away River” calling up pertinent visions 
of dull life of labor. 

Very fine in color are the Florida water- 
colors of Hermine David, “The Cocoanut 
Grove” especially. Still-life inventions by 
Mary de Anders, Diederich, James Butler, 
Robert Delauney and Andre Derain, and 
pen drawings by the latter, the “Avarice” 
of Athos Casarini and the drawings of 
Gaston Lachaise, Manoto and Jean Met- 
zinger express novel viewpoints. A _ single 
etching by Pablo Picasso, the “Dancing 
Girl” of Juliette Roche, and the Cezanne- 
like little landscape of Henri Rousseau are 
works of character and of considerable 
beauty. 

The sculptures are all of interest. Hunt 
Diederich is original and highly expressive 
in his little bronze “Picador,” equally so in 
his “Bull Fight,” his “Jockey” and his “Deer 
and Dog.”

These last were 
painted during the past summer and are 
possibly the most attractive feature of the 
display. “The King’s Boat,” a wondrous 
craft on the Nile, manned by nude oarsmen, 
was inspired by the writing on a recently 
unearthed papyrus. “Egyptian Repast,” 
“Aristocrats,” “Boats of Egypt,” a great 
battle scene recalling Egyptian and even 
Greek friezes and reliefs, and “The Lovers,” 
an exquisite composition full of poetry and 
romance in which the Sphinx dimly seen 
through the haze of evening enveloping the 
desert, adds the charm of mystery to the 
old, old theme. These are all remarkable 
portrayals of ancient Egyptian life, full of 
life and atmosphere, and in which the artist 


seems to have caught the spirit of that 
ancient civilization. 
“Europa,” “Greek Girl,” “Girl and 


Swans,” “Ariadne,” “The Bather,” and in a 
different note, some brilliant Southern land- 
scapes with luxuriant plants and flowers, 
are all interesting and brushed with the 
same sure, rapid stroke that marks all of 
Mr. Bryant’s work. 


National Arts Club’s Exhibit

Canadian Artists’ War Records 

For some time past the Canadian War| 
Records office, of which Lord Beaverbrook 
is the head, has been engaging noted art- 
ists, both English and Canadian, to place 
on canvas the outstanding events and typi- | 
cal features of the Canadian Corps in 
France. In selecting these men it has been 
necessary to show discrimination 
art viewpoint, while at the same time grati- 
fying the natural desire that Canadian art- 


| ists should be engaged as far as possible. 


Lord Beaverbrook had already enlisted 
the services of such well known English 
artists as George Clausen, Augustus John, 


D. Y. Cameron, Richard Jack, Frank Brang- 
wyn, Charles Sims and other notable paint- 
ers, together with the Canadian-born art- 
ists, J. Kerr Lawson, J. W. Morrice (of 
Paris), and A. Y. Jackson, who, while serv- 
ing as a private at the front, was given a 
lieutenant’s commission, and taken out from 
combatant work, that he might devote his 
time to pictorial records. 

Four more Canadian artists have now 
been sent for, and are shortly due in Eng- 
land. These are Messrs. Beatty and Varley 
from Toronto, and Messrs. Cullen and Simp- 
son of Montreal. Their selection was placed 
in the hands of the Royal Can. Academy. 

Those who go to the front are given 
army rank, and the majority are doing their 
work merely for their officer’s pay, although 
normally they would command high figures 
for their art; and others, such as Wm. Or- 
pen. are doing work entirely gratuitously 

The expenses incurred are being paid for 
out of the proceeds of business done by the 
War Records office. Money taken 
missions to war photographic exhibitions, 
and for the sale of photographs and such 
publications as “Canada in _ Flanders,” 
“Canada _ in Khaki” and “The Canadian 
War Pictorial.” is being devoted to this or- 
ganization. The pictures, when painted, are 
to be housed with the National Gallery of 
Canada at Ottawa. . 

The declaration of war being proclaimed 
at Ottawa is being portrayed by Harold 
Knight, and his wife, Laura Knight, is 
painting phases of Canadian life in Shorn- 
cliffe Camp. The memorable armada (of 
transports) that crossed to Plymouth in 
1914 is the subject of a picture by Norman 
Wilkinson, and Julius Olsson is engaged on 
other naval scenes. 

Several well known landscape artists 
are now employed in painting such can- 
vases, which will be placed in the camps 
for study purposes. ‘The work is-entirely 
voluntary, and the artists, as usual, are un- 
selfishly devoting their time to the coun- 
try’s cause. Further information about this 
interesting project will be forthcoming with 
the Government’s permission.

Following classical precedents, he succeed- 
ed in instilling a deal of idealism into the 
scheme, giving it at the same time a deal 
of dignity and chaste beauty. 

Mr. Beecher from the first has had the 
collaboration of Edward Berge, whose skill 
as a sculptor made possible ‘the efficient 
execution of the plans. The dominant mo- 
tif is a colossal plaster replica of Bartholdi’s 
Statue of Liberty. This stands near the 
center of the rear wall and has all the ma- 
jesty of the original. The casting of the 
figure was in itself a heroic task, but 
with the aid of George Conlon, another lo- 
cal sculptor, who, at the time the war broke 
out was assisting Paul Bartlett at his Paris 
studio, it was disposed of in record time. 
Mr. Berge has also designed and executed 
a spirited “Uncle Sam,” a full-length figure, 
replicas of which will be scattered through- 
out the city during the Liberty Loan drive, 
a vigorous “Eagle” for the standards that 
will be a factor of the Armory scheme, an 
original “Liberty Head” and several small 
reliefs.

The animal is drawn 
in aceordance with a type handed down by 
the old Chinese artists, and representations 
of the animal are painted on the screens 
before the doors of magistrates, to produce 
in all who approach a feeling of awe and 
terror. The tiger is in high favor with 
Japanese gamblers, and drawings of it, hold- 
ing money in its front paws, are hung in 
gambling halls, and incense is burned be- 
fore them. 

The elephant (zo) is also a favorite 
anese symbol, and is frequently carved in 
ivory by Japanese artists. The ancestral 
tablet is placed in the household shrine of 
both Buddhists and Shintoists. Before the 
every morning a cup of tea, some 
boiled rice and fresh fruit are placed, in- 
cense is burned, and at nightfall a lamp is 
lighted. The Thai is about twelve inches 
high and is made somewhat larger for a 
man than for a woman.

PARIS LETTER 
Paris, Mar. 20, 1918.

Sarlin Pictures and Sculptures Sold 

The private sale of the Sarlin collection 
of pictures and sculptures was made to a 
brag syndicate through the intermediary 
of a Paris art “expert.” The price was be- 
‘tween $600,000 and $650,000. 
M. Louis Sarlin specialized as a collector 


period of the last century, and more par- 
ticularly those of the 1830 school.

haa several are less clear in color. 

The Daubignys are of extraordinary 
| quality, “L’Ile d’Amour” in particular show- 
ling great delicacy of execution and mar- 
'velous richness of color. Diaz’s “Nymphe 

Amour,” painted in 1859, is superb. The

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Huntington Library Sale 

Another consignment of books from the 
private library of Mr. Henry E. Huntington, 
forming Part VIIJ (the duplicates already 
disposed of have sold for a grand total of 
$408,729), will be sold at the Anderson Gal- 
leries April 24-26 next. The assortment 
contains another copy of the first edition of 
Milton’s “Comus” (the Bridgewater copy of 
which was sold by the Anderson Galleries in 
February last for $9,200). The present copy 
came from the Devonshire Library and 
while two copies of this book have been sold 
this season it is quite likely that another 
copy may never again be offered for public 
sale. 

In the forthcoming sale, Mr. Huntington, 
for the first time, is offering duplicates of his 
Shakespeare Quartos, of which there are no 
less than twenty-eight items. It is difficult 
to’ pick out the most interesting item, but 
the one which will probably prove the most 
valuable is the Bridgewater copy of “Much 
Ado About Nothing,” the largest and finest 
copy in existence outside the one retained by 
Mr. Huntington. This volume was acquired 
prior to 1649, when it was cataloged by John. 
Second Earl of Bridgewater. Another fine 
copy is the Locker-Church copy of “Lowes 
Labors Lost,” London, 1598; other Shakes- 
peare Quartos include “Henrie the Fourth,” 
London, 1599; “Locrine,” London, 1595;

Paintings by French Soldier Artists 

An exhibition of well selected works by 
half a dozen French soldier painters will 
open at the Ralston Galleries, 567 Fifth 
Ave., on Wednesday next, April 3. There 
will be beautifully toned watercolors by 
Charles Hoffbauer, details of French army 
movements, ringing with sincerity. It will 
be remembered that this French painter was 
at work on the decoration of the Thomas 
Ryan Confederate Memorial Hall of Rich- 
mond when the war broke out. 

Lucien Jonas, who might be called the 
official portrait painter of the French army, 
has sent a small portrait of King Albert 
of Belgium, the only portrait for which the 
king has posed since the war. There will 
be also shown several originals of the war 
cartoons for which this artist has become 
famous. Maurice Chainaux, a young Bel- 
gian who has served in the French army, 
will show some curious pastel decorative 
sketches, and Jean Duval a series of two- 
toned chalk drawings, virile in feeling and 
big in handling. 


Mr. Parés’ New Treasures 


Among the art objects recently brought
